Commission gives 
U.S. an ‘F’ grade on 
attack preparation 

Washington 

More than eight years after the 
deadly 2001 anthrax attacks, the 
United States is still unprepared 
to respond to a major biological 
terror attack, a congressionally 
appointed commission said Tues- 
day in a report that gave the fed- 
eral government mixed grades 
overall for protecting Americans 
from the threat of weapons of mass 
destruction. 

The report, which measured 
the government’s performance in 
17 areas, gave the White House 
and Congress “F” grades for fail- 
ing to build a rapid-response capa- 
bility for dealing with bioterror 
threats, or providing adequate 
oversight over security and intel- 
ligence agencies. 

The bipartisan panel cited the 
government’s faltering response to 
the swine flu epidemic as evidence 
of a lack of preparedness for a large- 
scale crisis, adding that the blame 


for the failures is shared across 
administrations and branches of 
government. 

“Each of the last three admin- 
istrations has been slow to recog- 
nize and respond to the biothreat,” 
said former senator Bob Graham, 
D-Fla., who co-chaired the panel 
along with former senator Jim Tal- 
ent, R-Mo. “But we no longer have 


the luxury of a slow learning curve 
when we know al- Qaeda is inter- 
ested in bioweapons.” 

The Commission on the Preven- 
tion of Weapons of Mass Destruc- 
tion Proliferation and Terror- 
ism warned in its initial report 13 
months ago that a major attack 
using weapons of mass destruction 
somewhere in the world was “more 


Meanwhile ••• 

The release of the WMD commis- 
sion’s report card came a day after a 
separate study warned that al-Qae- 
da had not abandoned its ambition 
to use weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. The report by former CIA offi- 
cial Rolf Mowatt-Larssen portrays 
al-Qaeda’s leaders as willing to wait 
years to acquire powerful weapons.

CBS responded to complaints over 
a conservative group’s planned 
Super Bowl ad featuring football 
star Tim Tebow by saying that it 
had eased restrictions on advocacy 
ads and would consider “responsi- 
bly produced” ones for open spots 
in its Feb. 7 broadcast. 

CBS said Tuesday it had received 
numerous e-mails since a coalition 
of women’s groups began a protest 
campaign Monday against the ad, 
which the critics say will use Tebow 
and his mother to convey an anti- 
abortion message. 

Funded by the Christian group 
Focus on the Family, the 30-second 
ad is expected to recount the story 


of Pam Tebow’s pregnancy in 1987. 
After getting sick during a mission 
trip to the Philippines, she ignored a 
recommendation by doctors to abort 


her fifth child. She later gave birth 
to Tim Tebow, who won the 2007 
Heisman Trophy and led Florida to 
two BCS championships. 


Backstory 

In 2004, CBS was criticized by 
many liberal organizations for re- 
jecting an ad by the United Church 
of Christ highlighting the UCC’s wel- 
coming stance toward gays and oth- 
ers who might feel shunned by more 
conservative churches. CBS said

Health Officials 
Recall 2 Million 
Faulty Needles 

Washington 

Federal health officials announced 
the recall of 2 million medical 
needles Tuesday because of a risk 
they can push bits of silicone into 
patients’ bodies. 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion said Nipro Medical Corp. has 
voluntarily recalled its Exel/Exelint 
Huber needles made between Jan- 
uary 2007 and August 2009. 

The needles are used to access 
injection ports, which are devic- 
es implanted beneath the skin 
of patients who require frequent 
injections. The ports connect to 
a vein and allow easy delivery ol 
injectable drugs. An FDA investi- 
gation found that the needles can 
dislodge bits of silicone from the 
ports, potentially pushing them 
into the bloodstream, (ap)

Militants Thwart iraqi Security 


Assaults show tactics 
are evolving to target 
high-profile locations 

Baghdad 

Militant groups are finding new 
ways to foil Iraqi security — hiding 
explosives in the chassis of vehicles 
or tucking them into secret com- 
partments, the top U.S. command- 
er in Iraq said Tuesday as Bagh- 
dad was again hit by a suicide car 
bomb that sheared off the front of 
the main crime lab. At least 22 peo- 
ple were killed. 

The attack came a day after car 
bombings struck three Baghdad 
hotels favored by Western jour- 


nalists and security contractors. 
The blasts underscored the evolv- 
ing tactics of suspected Sunni mil- 
itants to target high-profile sites 
with periodic — but powerful — 
assaults that show high degrees of 
planning and coordination. 

The aim appears twofold: to 
maximize the blows to the Shiite- 
led government and exploit secu- 
rity gaps with Iraqi forces now 
almost entirely in control of check- 
points and patrols as the U.S. mil- 
itary draws down. 

Any signs of backsliding on secu- 
rity would hurt the U.S.-backed 
administration of Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki, who is using the 
drop in overall violence across Iraq as 
one of the pillars of his campaign in

the March 7 national elections. 

Insurgents such as al-Qaeda in 
Iraq “have become more creative” 
in conducting attacks, the top U.S. 
commander in Iraq, Gen. Raymond 
Odierno, told reporters. 

In Tuesday’s assault, the attacker 
tried to drive a bomb-rigged truck 
through a checkpoint and around 
blast walls protecting the forensic 
evidence office run by the Interior 
Ministry, said police officials who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The force of the blast toppled 
some of the 10 -foot concrete blast 
walls weighing seven tons and 
sliced away portions of the build- 
ing’s facade. At least 22 people were 
killed, said police and hospital offi- 
cials.

Rush for Tents, Food Sparks Fights in Haiti 



Homeless, hungry 
compete over limited 
amount of handouts 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

The dusty soccer field lined with 
spacious tents is an oasis for earth- 
quake survivors among Haiti’s 
homeless sheltering by the hundreds 
of thousands in squalid camps. 

Competition for the canvas 
homes has boiled over into argu- 
ments and machete fights, a sign 
of the desperation felt by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of people with- 
out homes struggling for shelter. 
Haiti’s president has asked the 
world for 200,000 tents and says 
he will sleep in one himself. 

Fenela Jacobs, 39, lives in a 
13-by-13-foot abode provided by 
the Britain-based Islamic Relief 
Worldwide. She says the group 
offered her two tents for 21 sur- 
vivors but she ended up putting 
everyone in one tent after people 
threatened to burn both down if 
she didn’t give a tent up. 

Still, she says living in the 
6-foot-high khaki home with a 


paisley interior is better than the 
makeshift shelters crafted from bed 
sheets propped on sticks where her 
family was living before. 

“It’s a lot more comfortable,” 
Jacobs said, though she added it 
gets really hot inside the tent in 
Cazo, a Port-au-Prince neighbor- 


hood hidden in the hills behind 
the international airport. 

Desperation is also prompting 
disturbances over food handouts. 

Brazilian troops on Tuesday 
occasionally fired pepper spray 
and trained their guns on a jos- 
tling crowd of people lined up for 


goods near the partially collapsed 
National Palace. 

“They treat us like animals, 
they beat us, but we are hungry 
people,” said Muller Bellegarde, 
30, who had been waiting an hour 
and a half in the broiling sun.

Afghan Warlord Is Back 


Karzai restores a top 
army leader despite 
Western objections 

Kabul 

He is among Afghanistan’s most 
notorious warlords, accused of 
widespread abuses, including the 
massacre of thousands of Taliban 
prisoners. Now he’s back, reinstat- 
ed by President Hamid Karzai in 
a top army post despite Western 
demands for sweeping reform. 

Karzai this month restored Gen. 
Abdul Rashid Dostum as chief of 
staff to the commander in chief of the 
Afghan army — a job he lost in 2008 
after failing to cooperate in an inqui- 
ry into the shooting of a rival. 

Although the job has little 
real power. Western officials and 
Afghan human rights groups see 
the appointment as a sign that

Karzai remains unable to shake 
off his ties to warlords and regional 
power brokers despite heavy inter- 
national pressure for a new begin- 
ning as the U.S. and NATO ramp up 
the war against the Taliban. 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband said Monday he would 
press Karzai to rescind the appoint- 
ment when he meets with Karzai 
during this week’s conference in 
London aimed at building support 
for the Afghan government. 


“As we have noted repeatedly in 
the past, the United States maintains 
concerns about any leadership role 
for Mr. Dostum in today’s Afghan- 
istan,” U.S. Embassy spokeswom- 
an Caitlin Hayden said. 

Among other objections, crit- 
ics fear the appointment sends the 
wrong signal to the Taliban at a 
time when the government is pre- 
paring to offer the militants eco- 
nomic incentives to abandon the 
insurgency, robert h. reid (ap)

Bomber Injures 
14 Outside U.S. 
Base in Kabul 

Kabul 

A suicide car bomber struck a bar- 
rier outside a U.S. base in Kabul on 
Tuesday, wounding six Afghans and 
eight American troops hours after 
gunmen killed four policemen in 
southern Afghanistan. 

The car bombing was the lat- 
est attack to hit Kabul, coming just 
over a week after a team of Taliban 
gunmen and bombers staged an 
assault that left 12 people dead. 

The bomber detonated a min- 
ivan packed with explosives near 
Camp Phoenix, an American base 
inside Kabul, said Jamil Jumbish, 
the head of Afghanistan’s crimi- 
nal investigation unit. 

The Taliban claimed responsibil- 
ity for the attack, according to a text 
message sent to The Associated Press 
from a phone number common- 
ly used by the militant group, (ap)

NTSB investigating 
why truck struck men 
near Rockville stop 

Washington 

Two Metro workers were struck 
and killed early Tuesday by a large 
truck that was backing down the 
track just north of the Rockville 
Metrorail station, officials said, 
deepening a crisis that has afflict- 
ed the transit agency for much of 
the past year. 

The fatal crash is the latest in 
a series of accidents that have led 
members of Congress to question 
the safety of Metro operations and

prompted the Obama administra- 
tion to call for federal control of 
safety regulation of subways and 
light-rail systems. Five Metro work- 
ers have died on the tracks in the 
past seven months. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board has launched a for- 
mal investigation of Tuesday’s 
crash. Stephen Klejst, the NTSB’s 


lead investigator into Tuesday’s acci- 
dent, said the operator of the truck, 
known as a high-rail vehicle, was 


maneuvering it backward down 
the track from the Shady Grove sta- 
tion to the Rockville station when 


it hit technicians Jeff Garrard, 49 ; 
and Sung Duk Oh, 68. Garrard had 
worked for Metro since 1990, offi- 
cials said, and Oh since 1998. 

Anthony Garland, chief safety 
officer for the union that repre- 
sents most Metro employees, said a 
communication problem appears to 
have happened between the depart- 
ment in charge of the truck on the 
track and the Automatic Train Con- 
trol department. 

“It’s very tough for us to swallow 
as well,” said Metro spokeswoman 
Lisa Farbstein. “It’s unspeakable. ... 
Our hearts go out to the families ol 
the individuals who are deceased.”

Rhee Clarifies Remarks 


Chancellor: Teacher 
accused of sexual 
misconduct laid off 

Washington 

Among the employees D.C. Schools 
Chancellor Michelle A. Rhee laid off 
last fall were six who had served sus- 
pensions for corporal punishment, 
two who had been absent without 
leave on multiple occasions and one 
who was suspected of sexual mis- 
conduct, according to a letter Rhee 
made public Tuesday. 

Rhee’s letter to D.C. Council 
Chairman Vincent C. Gray, a Dem- 
ocrat; and members Kwame R. 
Brown, D-At Large; and Marion 
Barry; D-Ward 8 echoed informa- 


tion she had first provided to The 
Washington Post editorial page 
on Monday in an effort to explain 
her statement to a national busi- 
ness magazine that some of the 266 
teachers laid off in last October’s 
budget cuts “had sex with chil- 
dren,” hit them or were chronically 
absent without authorization. 

A Post editorial quoted Rhee as 
saying that a teacher suspected of 
having sex with a student was put 
immediately on administrative 
leave after the allegation, which 
he denied, and that a report on the 
matter was made to D.C. police and 
federal prosecutors in May. 

The letter essentially corrob- 
orated that account but refrained 
from describing the sexual mis- 
conduct in detail. 


“Student safety is our highest 
concern,” Rhee wrote in the letter, 
“and we have thousands of teach- 
ers, principals and staff members 
who share that commitment and 
treat our students with great care 
and respect every day.” 

She added that the examples 
she cited in the February issue 
of Fast Company magazine — in 
which she was quoted as saying: 
“I got rid of teachers who had hit 
children, who had had sex with 
children, who had missed 78 days 
of school. Why wouldn’t we take 
those things into consideration?” 
— “involved a very small minor- 
ity of the teachers who were ter- 
minated in the budget reduction.”

Despite a gift for oratory, Obama hasn’t mastered the art of the memorable line

As a supporter of Barack Obama for 
president, former JFK speechwriter 
Ted Sorensen welcomed the young 
Democrat as a winning, Kennedy- 
esque orator who didn’t bore the 
public with “five-point programs” 
and lectures more fit for campus- 
es than for campaigns. 

But as Obama prepares to 
deliver his first State of the Union 
address, Sorensen wonders whether 
the president hasn’t become more 
like the politicians he supposed- 
ly displaced. 

“He is still a very eloquent, artic- 
ulate speaker,” Sorensen says. “He 
is clearly well informed on all mat- 
ters of public policy — sometimes, 
frankly, a little too well informed. 
And as a result, some of the speech- 
es are too complicated for typical 
citizens and very clear to univer- 
sity faculties and big newspaper 
editorial boards.” 

Authors, editors and speechwrit- 
ers interviewed by The Associated 
Press agree that Obama is indeed 
a gifted and effective speechmak- 
er, able to set a new tone with the 
Middle East in his Cairo speech 
or to turn public opinion, at least 
temporarily, in favor of changing 
the health care system. 

But even admirers have a hard 
time remembering what he actu- 
ally says. 

Ted Widmer, who edited an 
anthology of political speeches for 
the Library of America, praised 
Obama for his “masterful” style, 
but could not cite a specific line the 
president said. Similar observations 
were made by Jeff Shesol, David 
Frum and Harry C. McPherson, 
who wrote speeches for presidents 


Bill Clinton, George W. Bush and 
Lyndon Johnson, respectively. 

“The speech he made in Cairo 
— I remember the intelligence, the 
breadth and the reasonableness,” 


McPherson says. “But I can’t tell 
you, and this is one of the short- 
comings of the kind of speech he 
makes — I can’t quote anything, 
or cite anything, off the top of 


my head.” 

“His speeches can go for pages 
without applause lines, making 
comprehensive arguments about 
particular issues,” said White 


House spokesman Bill Burton. “And 
though people may not remember 
particular lines or phrases from 
every speech, when he is done 
speaking, people always get a sense 
of who the president is and exactly 
where he is coming from.” 

Thurston Clarke, author ol 
a well-regarded book on presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy’s inaugural 
speech, wonders whether Obama 
isn’t still reacting to criticism dur- 
ing the 2008 campaign that he was 
too good with words. 

“I think he’s scared of appearing 
too polished,” Clarke said. 

Allegations that Obama is hold- 
ing back are “not true,” said Bur- 
ton, the White House spokesman. 
“[Kennedy’s] speech was 50 years 
ago, only underscoring the point 
that these iconic moments are so 
few and far between. But knowing 
a couple lines is not the best mea- 
sure of a speech and certainly not 
of the effectiveness of a president.”

Is the NFL Set to Destruct? 


More than the salary 
cap is at stake during 
crucial negotiations 


Pro Football 

Rich, powerful and more popular 
than ever, the NFL gets closer to a 
doomsday scenario every day. 

Without a deal in the next five 
weeks to preserve the labor peace 
that has lasted since a bad month 
in 1987 — anybody remember scab 
football? — next season will have 
no salary cap. That means richer 
teams such as the Redskins and 
Patriots will be able to far outspend 
clubs such as Jacksonville and Buf- 
falo for free agents, while the Jag- 
uars and Bills might try to pinch 
pennies to stay in business. 

And if no deal can be reached 
next season, that uncapped, maybe 
less competitive year will be fol- 
lowed by no NFL at all in 2011. Stay 
tuned as the nation’s most lucra- 
tive and most watched sport heads 
into the Great Unknown. 

“It looks very bleak to get a 
[deal] done before March of this 
year or the beginning of the new 
NFL season,” says Titans center 
Kevin Mawae, president of the 
players’ union. 

“We’re going to continue to try. 
... Until we come to some terms of 
what’s really important and what 
are the big issues in this deal, it’s 
going to be tough to get some- 
thing done. 

“The players are more united 
than ever before, and we’re pre- 
paring for a lockout.” 

The main issue, of course, is 



money — despite soaring TV rat- 
ings, an average franchise value 
of $1 billion and even a storybook 
Super Bowl featuring the hard- 
luck Saints and MVP Peyton Man- 
ning’s Colts.

The NFL owners in 2008 opted 
out of their contract — called the 
collective bargaining agreement, 
or CBA — and have asked for sig- 
nificant givebacks from the play- 
ers, including a reduction in sala- 
ries of nearly 20 percent. 

That works out to about 
$800 million; overall NFL revenues 
are estimated at $6.5 billion. Those 
owners say the agreement that will 
expire next year is far too favorable 
for the players, who get about 60 
percent of the revenues actually used 
to determine the salary cap. 

“If we have the right type ol 
structure, it will lead to better 
salaries and benefits for current 
and retired players, and a better 
and healthier game for fans,” says 
NFL executive VP and chief coun- 
sel Jeff Pash. 

The alternative? A work stoppage 
similar to those of 1982 and 1987. 
when the union went on strike. 

“Our focus is on getting a deal, 
and we will have a deal,” Pash says. 
“The only question is when.” (ap)

‘The Wins Will Come’ 


Young roster brings 
optimism that GW 
is on the rebound 

GW Hoops 

By relying on an 11-man rotation 
that includes seven players who are 
either freshmen or sophomores, 
George Washington men’s basket- 
ball coach Karl Hobbs knew that 
there would be times this season 
when he’d want to hurl his white- 
board across the brand-new floor 
at the Smith Center. 

Yet with five of those players 
trailing only the team’s top scor- 
er, senior Damian Hollis, on the 
stat sheet, Hobbs is convinced the 
future in Foggy Bottom is bright. 

“It’s all about trying to put the 


system back in place,” said Hobbs, 
whose team will host Saint Louis 
Wednesday. “If we begin to play 
defense the proper way and run 
our offense the way we teach it at 
practice, the wins will come.” 

The wins did come — for a while, 
at least. After jumping out to an 11-3 
start, eclipsing the team’s win total 
from each of the past two years, GW 
has lost four-straight Atlantic 10 
contests, the latest coming on Sat- 
urday against Richmond. 

The team got even younger 
against the Spiders, when Hollis 
played only 17 minutes because of 
a bruised rib cage. And while Hol- 
lis still scored nine points, sopho- 
more Tony Taylor, and freshmen 
Lasan Kromah and Bryan Bynes 
accounted for more than half of 
the Colonials’ scoring. 


Kromah, for one, remembers 
the glory days of GW hoops — the 
three-year period from 2004 to 2007 
when Hobbs guided the Colonials 
to a 72-20 record, two A-10 tourna- 
ment titles and three-straight NCAA 
tournament appearances. 

At Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School in Greenbelt, Md., Kromah 
fell in love with GW’s fast-paced 
style of play. It convinced him to 
join the largest recruiting class of 
Hobbs’ tenure as he tries to restore 
a program that has gone 19-35 over 
the past two seasons. 

“We’re just trying to put all the 
pieces together,” said Kromah, who’s 
averaging 10.7 points per game and 
leads the team in both steals (36) 
and 3-pointers made (30). “Our goal 
is definitely to get back to where GW 

was.” JASON MACKEY

Nadal Bows Out of Open 


Murray two matches 
from first major title 
after Spaniard retires 


Tennis 

Defending champion Rafael 
Nadal retired from his quarter- 
final against Andy Murray with 
an injured knee, then predicted 
the Scottish player would end his 
Grand Slam title drought by win- 
ning the Australian Open. 

“For Andy, I think he deserves 
to win his first Grand Slam. And 
I think he’s going to do it,” Nadal 
said after a right knee injury 
forced him to concede Tuesday’s 
quarterfinal while trailing 6-3, 
7-6 ( 2 ), 3 - 0 . 

“There’s a very good chance for 
him. First thing, he’s playing very 
well,” Nadal said. “Second thing, 
he’s already in the semifinals. He’s 
only two matches away.” 

“Similar thing that I had last 
year,” Nadal said of the pain. 
“It was impossible to win the 
match.” 

Murray will play a semifinal 
against Marin Cilic, who beat No. 7 
Andy Roddick earlier Tuesday. 

Nadal struggled with knee ten- 
dinitis and was unable to defend 
his Wimbledon title last season 
after beating Roger Federer in the

Farewell Fit for a King 


Intimate footage and

“Michael Jackson’s This is It” isn’t 
a movie, exactly. It’s more a col- 
lection of choreographed walk- 
throughs and semi-sung perfor- 
mances captured during rehearsals 
for what would have been Jackson’s 
splashy return to the concert stage, 
had he not died suddenly last June 
at the age of 50. 

To characterize it as footage 
rather than a film may sound like 
a criticism; it isn’t. Actually, the 
behind-the-scenes, high-class- 
home-movie vibe of “This Is It” 
coupled with the excellent extras 
that appear on the DVD ($29) and 


Blu-ray ($40) versions released 
Tuesday make this tribute to MJ. 
even more satisfying than it was 
in theaters.

days away from his 
own demise. They won’t find them.

And there 
is no question, as he demonstrates 
while throwing down some “Billie 
Jean” moves, that Jackson still had 
the capacity to shake his spindly 
body down to the ground.

Couch Concert 

To continue your at-home “This 
Is It” experience, check out the 
film’s soundtrack by the same 
name. While the songs are all 
old, familiar favorites, they are 
arranged in the exact order 
they’re heard in the film. Accord- 
ing to Entertainment Weekly, the 
album is “a smartly sequenced 
hit parade. Those would have 
been some spectacular con- 
certs." (EXPRESS) 


While the film gives us a glimpse 
of what the show might have 
looked like, the special features 
offer a wider, more detailed view. A 
40-minute documentary, “Staging 
the Return,” shows us more of the 


stage props and over-the-top gim- 
mickry that was planned. In “The 
Gloved One,” one of three featurettes, 
costume designer Zaldy shows off 
the intricate suits he designed for 
Jackson. And two of the short films 
created for the tour, the nearly four- 
minute “Thriller” vignette and the 
“Smooth Criminal” short, also can 
be seen in their entirety on the Blu- 
ray release. 

It all suggests how spectacular 
these concerts could have been, and 
how much of a personal and artis- 
tic loss the crew surely felt when it 
all came to a sudden halt. “This Is 
It” may not tell us anything new 
about the glitter-gloved man, as the 
DVD case promises. But it reveals 
that in those final days before his 
death, Jackson and his mammoth 
creative team still had a pretty 
good sense of how to put on a show.

Gibson Works to Be 
A Comeback Kid 


Return 

The last movie Mel Gibson starred 
in was “Signs” — seven and a half 
years ago. In the intervening time, 
he became a cultural firebrand, 
directing the controversial 2004 
box-office hit “The Passion of the 
Christ” and the violent 2006 action 
epic “Apocalypto.” 

He also became a cultural pari- 
ah in July 2006 when, after being 
pulled over for driving under the 
influence, Gibson made obscene, 
anti-Semitic remarks to the arrest- 
ing officer. 

Gibson largely disappeared 
after the incident, but returns to 
theaters Friday with a new movie, 
“Edge of Darkness,” a thriller 
about a Boston police detective 
seeking revenge for the murder of 
his daughter. Receiving lukewarm 
reviews so far, the movie is sim- 
ilar in tone to past Gibson films 


such as “Ransom.” “It was time,” 
Gibson, 54, says. “I felt like get- 
ting back in the saddle.” 

But some don’t think he’s capa- 
ble of a comeback. “I think that 
drunk-driving tirade confirmed 
a lot of people’s suspicions about 
the kind of person Mel Gibson 
is,” says Matthew Traub, manag- 
ing director at Dan Klores Com- 
munications. 

Publicist Michael Levine, whose 
agency has represented Bill Clinton 
and Michael Jackson among others, 
agrees. “I think he’s done,” Levine 
says of Gibson’s career prospects. 
“He’ll work, he’ll exist, but I think 
he’s seared his obit for life.” 

Gibson defiantly rejects the 
notion that he’s damaged goods. 

“What doesn’t kill you makes 
you stronger. And I’m telling you 
right now. I’m one strong [exple- 
tive] because I’m right back at you.”

Anyone who’s ever snarfed a 
French’s-coated hot dog at Nation- 
als Park or whipped up a Dijon 
vinaigrette knows that mustard 
enhances nearly everything it 
buddies up to. The condiment — a 
combo of crushed mustard seeds. 


a liquid (think vinegar or beer) 
and other flavorings — has been 
around since Roman times, when 
toga- clad diners made it fresh at 
the table. Still, the idea of whip- 
ping up mustard yourself sounds 
as improbable as discovering the 
origins of that ballpark frank. 

But local foodies and chefs 
are dabbling in what you might 
call DIY Grey Poupon, drawn by 
how making mustard means they 
can amp up its spiciness and fool 
around with crazy combos. 

“Make mustard yourself, and 


you control the heat and flavor- 
ings,” says Brock Kuhlman, who 
teaches cooking classes at Hill’s 
Kitchen (713 D St. SE, 202-543- 
1997). He thinks that the pasteuri- 
zation most commercial mustards 
go through blunts their piquancy, 
meaning you’ll get more heat if you 
stir up a batch in your kitchen. 

Carolyn Hanson, 37, of Arling- 
ton often makes a roasted red-pep- 
per mustard using pureed peppers, 
beer, brown sugar and mustard 
seeds. She and other condiment 
creators emphasize that, in home- 


made blends, freshness counts, 
so buy seeds or powder in small 
quantities as close to prep time 
as possible. 

Roughly speaking, mustard 
math means combining a few 
tablespoons of ground seeds with

a cup or so of vinegar, wine or 
some other liquid, then seasoning 
the results with fruit puree, spic- 
es or herbs. 

Samantha Mairano, owner of 
the Sweetest Chef, (10380 Willard 
Way, Fairfax City; 703-273-1957), 
uses a coffee grinder to pulverize 
mustard seeds, white wine, onions 
and other flavorings into sandwich 
spreads such as peach mustard and 
maple Dijon. 

You can also gussy up the bot- 
tled stuff. Kuhlman sometimes 
adds one part blackberry jam to 
three parts mustard for a nice top- 
ping for Brie. Douglas Anderson, 
executive chef at the Four Seasons 
Hotel (2800 Pennsylvania Ave. NW; 
202-342-0444), serves grilled salm- 
on with a green mustard spiked 
with fresh tarragon. 

How else can you use it? Thicker 
mustards work well as a sauce for 
pork medallions, Kuhlman points 
out. Hanson slathers her red-pep- 
per mustard on turkey burgers. 
Grainy mustards mix nicely into 
a gooey cheddar fondue. 

“The great thing about home- 
made mustard is that it provides a 
liberal base for whatever you can 
throw at it,” Mairano says.

ENGLISH PUB 
MUSTARD 

Ingredients 

1 CUP dry yellow mustard powder 
(preferably Coleman’s) 

1/2 CUP light brown sugar 

ITBSPsalt 

1/2 TSP turmeric powder 
6 OZ. amber ale, flat (to flatten beer, 
whisk it quite vigorously for about a 
minute) 

Makes 11/2 Cups 

Add mustard, brown sugar, salt and 
turmeric to a small, non-reactive 
bowl and whisk them together. The 
mustard will form a thick paste at 
first. Whisk this paste until it is com- 
pletely smooth (this will break up 
any clumps in the mixture and allow 
you to thin the mustard to a proper 
consistency). Then, add the beer 
slowly, whisking mixture continu- 
ously. 

Transfer to a clean jar with a 
tight-fitting lid. Let mustard mature 
for a week at room temperature (the 
amount of sugar in this preparation 
prevents any spoilage), then taste. 
For a hotter mustard, allow blend to 
sit at room temperature for a shorter 
time. 

To mellow a very hot mustard, let 
it sit at room temperature for more 
time. Refrigerate when it reaches a 
level you like. I prefer one week of 
mellowing time, but I like a fairly hot 
mustard. Use within three months of 
refrigeration, brock kuhlman
